Dramatic Story of Dive 
Into Sea, and Rescue 


After a rescue race to the scene where the big 
northbound China National Aviation Corporation plane 
crashed yesterday morning, a little while after leaving 
Hongkong, the destroyer, H.M.S. Thracian slipped into 
harbour at'6.45 am. to-day with the eight survivors 


from the ill-fated plane. 


There were eleven men aboard the Sikorsky flying 
boat when she roared away from Kai Tak early 
yesterday. At 10.05 a.m., when nearing Chilang Point, 
80 miles away, she came down on the sea owing to bad 
weather. Her wings torn off, eight men succeeded in 
crawling through a broken window and clinging to the 
floats until they were rescued by a sampan.’ Three are 
feared to have been trapped inside the water-logged hull

who has dealt and experimented

SHANGHAI 


CHOLERA OUTBREAK 
UNDER CONTROL . 


Despite the fact that cholera ap- 
pears to be on.the wane in Hong- 
kong, strict precautions 
being taken by the. authorities. On 
Saturday there arrived from Shang- 
hal by the C.N.A.C. plane 800 Ibs. of 
unti-cholera vacelne, or sufficient to 
make over 100,000 persons Immune, 
The public have been odvised to con- 
tlnue precautionary measures, and 
among these jg the opportunity for 
free vaccination by the Government 
nt any one of-n large number of 
centres, 

Meanwhile, quarantine restrictions 
have been Imposed by the Govern- 
ment of the Netherlands Indies 
against arrivals from Hongkong. 
This actlon follows the discovery of 
37 cases in the Colony during the 17 
days previous’ to Saturday. The 
preatest number notified on any one 
day occurred on Wednesday when 12 
enses were reported, but during the 
following three days only eight cases 
were reported. - 

According to the Government 
health authorities the situation ts 
well under control, and though Can- 
ton hn3 not been declared an Infected 
port precautions are belnit taken 
with regard to arrivals from that 
port. All passengers either by traln 
or ship are Inspected, and river boats 
are now obliged to arrive tn daylight 
and ore not allowed to d{scharge 
passengers until a health officer has 
been aboard. Quarantine restrictions 
are still In force against arrivals 
from Holhow.

MERCHANT NAVY'S 
NEW ROLE . 


Officers of the British Mer- 
chant Navy in Hongkong will no 
doubt have noticed the recent 
brief announcement made by 
Captain Euan Wallace, of the 
Board of Trade, regarding a 
scheme which is to be put into 
operation for co-ordinating the 
efforts of the two sea services 
in the interests of national de- 
fence. The plan is based on a 
recognition of the point that, in 
times of peace, officers of the 
Merchant Navy should be made 
familiar with the problems with 
which they might have to deal’ 
if the country is ever again faced 
with war. It aims at putting 
Merchant Navy officers (other 
than R.N.R. officers, who are 
already trained in their wartime 
duties) through a defence 
course, and assurances of co- 
operation have been received 
from the Shipowners’ and Offi- 
cers’ Associations. Instruction- 
al centres are to be opened ‘in 
London, Liverpool, Glasgow, the 
Tyne, Southampton, Cardiff and 
Hull, at which officers who 
volunteer will be given a course 
jin the general principles of trade 
protection, convoy work, anti- 
submarine measures, gun drill 
and fire control. The classes 
will be open to all masters and 
navigating officers of British 
nationality, and the lectures on 
convoy and anti-gas work to chief 
engineers as’ well. It is, of 
course, scldom possible for off- 
cers of the Merchant Navy to 
attend a course even for one 
week in any one place, and. it 
has therefore been decided -to 
divide the course into ten self- 
contained three-hour sections 
which can be taken at any, port 
where instructional facilities 
exist, either as a continuous 
course or separately and, with 
certain’. restrictions, in any 
order. Those taking the course 
will reccive allowances for meals 
and refunds for travelling ex- 
penses, within certain limits. 
It is hoped by these means to 
overcome big difficulties which 
were encountered on the out- 
break of the Great) War. At 
that time, a few. ships were 
equipped with guns, but the per- 
sonnel had not been trained 
in- their use, since those who be- 
longed to the R.N.R. were im- 
mediately withdrawn for service

Telepathy 


HE - widespread — belief 
that. blind people are 
peculiarly endowed with a 
compensatory “sixth sense” 
has just been subjected to 
rigorous investigation by 
the staff of Duke Univer- 
sity, U.S.A. 
A special “parapsychology” 
laboratory has feen set up there 


to probe the problem of tele- 
pathy and clairvoyance, 
1 Tests were given to 66 blind per- 
‘sons with sets of cards on which 
special symbols were — inscribed. 
Nearly half the subjects forecast the 
deal of the cards with un accuracy 
which quile ruled out any clement of 
chance, This is a much higher pro- 
portion of persons with the gift of 
clairvoyance than has so fur been 
found among normal subjects, 
ASTOUNDING FEATS 

Trials made with children of sub- 
normal Intelligence by other in- 
vestigators showed that the faculty of 
sixth sense is not ua function of 
intelligence. Twenty-two . returded 
children showed as much success as 
those of normal standard. 

A famous instance of this is a little 
Latvian girl, Iga, who, though 
feeble-minded, performed astounding 
feats of telepathy. 

Children In general, even when as 
young as three years, appear to have 
the gift very -much more = than 
adults. 


NERVOUS 
ILLNESS» 


Men Suffer 
Less Than 
Women 


Men suffer lesa than women from 
Nervous srenkedowns because they 
can discharge their energy by violent 
languaye, according to Dr, Letitia 
Fairfield. 


Speaking in Lendon before the 
sectlon of Psychiatry of the Royal 
Society of Medicine on the difference 
in the incidence of nervous breakdown 
as between the sexes, Dr. Fairfield 
said that both male and female In 
n certaln occupation were subjected 
to Very much the same emotional 
strain, but breakdowns among the 
women of this class'were very much 
more common. It wus suggested thut 
the reason was that the men when 
annoyed could discharge thelr nervous 
energy by violent language ‘or act, 
whereas convention forbade, such a 
recourre in the case of the women. 


HEART FLUCTUATIONS 


An Interesting story Itustrating the 
fluctuations of the size of the heart 
under emotion was told by Dr, Erich 
Wittkower, of Berlin, in a Pauper on 
“The Influence of Emotions on Bodily 
Functions.” 


He stated that his experimental re- 
searches, carried out mainly under 
hypnosis, had been directed fo fluctun- 
tions In the size of the heart as seen 
by X-rays. 

The heart in common speech was 
supposed to be the seat. of the 
emotions. Persons were snid.to ke 
soft-hearted, and cases of “broken 
heart" were recorded. 

The wife of one of his, colledrues 
suffered from henrt attacks diring 
matrimonial arguments, and on one 
of these occasions her husband took 
an X-ray picture of her heart and 
found: it distinctly smaller than 
normal. 

Discussing the effect ‘of ' other 
emotions, Dr. Wittkower sald that he 
had an “impression that the bile 
produced during joyous emotion was 
specially light in colour. 

Psychological factors might perhaps 
assist the onset of jaundice, and even 
of gallstones. 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


Dr. T. A. Ross, who presided, sald 
that many patients were sent to the 
psychiatrist and stated to be suffering 
from high blood pressure, but such 
high pressure was seldom found. 

The truth was that the doctor 
undertaking the first examination had 
upset the patient, leaving him in a 
state ‘of doubt about certain things, 
and in that conditlon had taken his 
blood pressure and inwardly thanked 
God that at lust he hod found a 
physical sign. “ 

He recalled that in "Sinbad the 
Sailor,” when the ship was dashed 
to pieces, “the captain fell on the deck 
and tore his beard and his hair, and 
his .gall-bladder was swollen with 
rage and with mortification.” 

Dr. William Hewetson suggested 
that the greater prevalence of 
gastric ulcer at the present tlme was 
due to excessive worry and excessive 
use of tobacco.

About nincty miles north-cust of 
Hongkong, just off Chilangy Polnt, the 
plane encountered heavy rain squalls 
and. dense foggy condition, After 
circling to attempt to return. to Hong- 
kong, It was ound that the weather 
had closed in oehind.

“After instructing the passengers 
to'fasten their safety belts, the pilot 
circled over Chilang Lighthouse in 
heavy rain preparatory to landing.

Gallant Attempt 


“The nose of the ship was broken 
and the pilot, although injured, was 
able to extricate himself and at-

condition by a sampan, 

“As is customary with planes of 
this type, the water-tight bulkhead 
door between the ‘passengers und the 
erew was closed,. This ‘kept the 
cabin afloat a sufficient length of time 
to enable the passengers to unfasten, 
their safety belts, obtain their life 
preservers from their seats, and leave 
the cabin through the windows. As 
the ship remained affoat, the pas 
sengera were oble to cling to the bot- 
tom of the hull,. from which they 
were picked up by. fishing sampans 
and sampans sent out by the Chi- 
lang Polnt Lighthouse, close by.- ‘ 


Taken to Lighthouse 


“The passengera and pilot were 
taken to the lighthouse, where the 
keeper, Mr. M. L, Mackenzie, -pro- 
vided hot coffec, dry clothing, food 
and shelter until the Customs patrol 
boat took them aboard at 7.30 p.m.

London, Liverpool, Glasgow, the 
Tyne, Southampton, Cardiff and 
Hull, at . which officers who 
volunteer will be given a course 
in the general principles of trade 
protection, convoy work, anti- 
submarine measures, gun drill 
and fire control. The classes 
will be open to all masters and 
navigating officers of British 
nationality, and the lectures on 
convoy and anti-gas work to chief 
engineers as well. It is, of 
course, seldom possible for offi- 
cers of the Merchant Navy to 
attend a course even for one 
week in any one place, and it 
has therefore been decided to 
divide the course into ten self- 
contained three-hour — sections 
which can be ‘taken at any port 
where’ instructional _ facilities 
exist, either as. a continuous 
course or separately and, with 
certain restrictions, in . any 
Those taking the course 
will receive allowances for meals 
and refunds’ for travelling ex- 
penses, within: certain limits. 
It is hoped by these means to 
overcome big difficulties which 
were encountered on the out- 
break of the Great War. At

COMPLEX FACTORS 


The factors whieh contributed to 
this unfortunate state of atfalrs were 
many and complex, They were, in 
fact, sensed, rather than demonstrated, 
One bis influence was the reallia- 
tion that competitive football in 
Hongkong had frown to outsize di- 
mensions. There was Iittle — or 
no opportunity for players to take 
their game Nahtly; practically every 
match was a “key” match; elther 
Jengue’ points of vital importance 
were at stake, or the next game 
meant the winning or losing of .n 
trophy. The game was played for 
eight fnonths in’ an: atmosphere of 
intense rivalry, and it was not always 
the type of rivalry desirable, The 
rewards, as I pointed out more than 
once last season, became bigger 
than the game, Inextrienbly bound 
up with this factor was the financial 
Influence. Slowly,-but perceptibly, 
the money side of football’ has de- 
veloped in Hongkong until it has 
become. equally us important as the 
game. The success of a big match 
js reckoned more in terms of dollars 
taken at the turnstiles than by the 
quality of football and sportsmin- 
ship displayed by the teams, » While 
officials deplore many of the jn- 
cldents which help to ruin what 
should be the finest matches of, the 
senson, they gleefully point to the 
bumper “gate,” and secretly (some- 
times openly) hone that a replay will, 
be necessary so that the coffers can 
be filed aguln. :

‘y, It lured the ILEANA, into 
a policy of parsimony which Jeft our 
Shanghal visitors bewildered and not 
a little disgusted, Curiously enough, 
while  cheeseparing was adopted 
where generosity should have been 
the. keynote, almost reckless expendl- 
ture was made on otfier items which 
could have been reasonably cure 
tailed.

reporter, and reports of the affate 
may, and quite often do, vary to a 
considerable extent. But the public 
reads the report und bas only that) 
upon which to reach uny conclusion, 
Later the player comes before the 
committee for “trial. With — the 
Press excluded, no report of the In- 
vestigation ix possible. All that the 
newspapers can publish jy the ver- 
‘dict, The public therefore knows 
only the facts of the Incident as re- 
ported in the Press (which may or 
muy not be accurate) and the result, 
The player's defence (if any) and 
the reasons why the committee came 
to its decision are never reveoled, 
If the player jy found guilty, he 
stands condemned as a bluckguard, 
having had, no opportunity to show 
to the public any extenuating clre 
cumstances, or any sort of defence. 


DEFENCE SHOULD BE MADE 
: . PUBLIC : 


In a eriminal court, the law de- 
maonds that a newspaper shall give 
os folr u report of the defence a3 
the prosecution, Because of the 
Association's arbjtary policy, this is 
mnde totally Impossible in the case 
of nn offending footballer, unless 
the cuse be brought before the ate 
tention of the Council, as happened 
once or twice last season, But 
usually the affair ts settled by the 
Emergency Committee, and as the 
committee’s meetings ure closed to 
the Press, the offending player's 
case is never known to the public, 
which is naturally Influenced in 
judging the man on the earlier 
newspaper statements which have 
not even the saving point of being 
oficial reports of the incidént. 


It is not suggested that players do 
not recelve a falr tribunal before the 
Emergency Committee, but because 
the meetings are in camera, the 
player docs not obtain a falr 
tribunal before the general public, 
whose opinion, after all, can be very 
damning. 


.,What is more, It is belloved that 
by giving full publicity to such 
cases, a deterrent to future mis~ 
conduct may well ba created, as it 
Is possible numbers of offenders 
would react more sharply to pub- 
liclty than to merely a suspension 
from play. 


- One docs not advocate that the 
Press should be allowed to publish 
{ndiscriminately matters which are 
clearly better served if they remain 
secret to’ tha, Association. But this 
fs no orgument for the Press being 
totally excluded from Emergency 
Committed meetings. The question 
as to whother oa certain subject 
should nat be reported by the Press 
would depend, os is customary, on 
a Chairman’s ruling. , 


Tho Preas, generolly, I am con- 
fdent, would appreclate the privilege 
of attending Emergency Committee 
meetings and to give fnlr and un- 
blassed reports regarding —mis- 
demeanours by players. I am equal- 
ly aura that if this bo pormitted,. it 
will. make a wseful contribution 
towards the aim of . better and 
cleaner football in Hongkong.

be left out of the next his pos- 
sibilities of doing himsel€ justice 
are undermined ,before he leaves the 
pavilion, It also appears that morc 
opportunities could be found to pro- 
vide players not in the regular 
eleyens connected with the county to 
obtain more match practice. Any 
Kind of match, be It never so humble 
ts worth more than hours and hours 
at the nets, But there ts another 
side to be considered. County 
“nurseries” cannot create. They can 
only develop—provided that the 
materia) is respansive to treatment— 
and there is a tremendous gup be- 
tween the youth of apparent promise 
straight from the village green and 
the player with. the skil} to hold his 


own In county matches. Morcover, 
a big proportion of those who show 
‘most promise cannot alford to play 
as amateurs and are unwilling to give 
up a carcer in ‘business or at a trade 
for the precarious occupation of pro- 
fessional cricket. Unfortunately, the 
pay of a player before he obtains a 
place jn the first cleven or the second 
eleven—which after all, he may 
never succeed in doing—is exceed- 
Ingly small, There may be prizes 
at the top, but there is poverty at 
the bottom. A junior member of a 
county ground staff recelves at most 
three pounds a week for o season 
of four months, and fifteen shillings 
a week winter pay. Even with a 
few odd sums for playing In an 
occasional match his income from 
cricket docs not amount to a hundred 
a year, and it ds very dificult to 
obtain temporary employment of any 
kind in the winter. Moreover, there 
Is the uncertainty of the future. 
Many no young man who has given 
up a good job for cricket docs not 
{mprove as.hoped, and after three 
or four years he finds himself thrown 
on the world at an age when it fs 
exceedingly hard to find an opening 
in any occupation new to him. 
‘here | jis not much inducement, 
then, for a young fellow who has a 
trade or a clerkship which holds 
nny possibilitles of advancement to 
leave it for professional cricket. 
There is, no doubt, the lurc of a 
ree, opén-nir life, as contrasted 
with a stuffy oflce or a workshop, 
but a mon cannot lve on sunshine.
